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REPORT. 


The  following  report  of  St.  Joseph’s  Hospital  for  the 
year  1866  is  respectfully  presented  to  its  friends  and 
patrons,  and  to  the  public  generally. 

The  Hospital  is  located  on  Girard  Avenue  between 
Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  Sts.,  in  an  eligible  and  healthy 
part  of  the  city,  easy  of  access  by  passenger  railway 
cars,  which  pass  near  the  building  every  few  minutes, 
night  and  day.  It  is  divided  into  Surgical,  Medical,  and 
Obstetrical  Departments,  sufficiently  commodious  for  one 
hundred  beds.  The  wards  are  thoroughly  ventilated,  and 
always  kept  in  a  state  of  perfect  neatness  and  cleanliness. 
It  is  heated  throughout  on  the  most  scientific  principles 
by  steam  apparatus  constructed  according  to  the  best 
system  of  modern  improvements. 

During  the  last  year  several  beneficial  changes  have 
been  made,  and  large  improvements  added  solely  with  a 
view  to  the  better  accommodation,  comfort,  and  relief  of 
surgical  patients.  A  number  of  apparatuses  and  appli¬ 
ances  have  been  purchased,  which,  in  addition  to  the  sup¬ 
ply  on  hand,  gives  every  facility  to  the  faculty  of  treating 
in  the  most  advantageous  manner  all  cases  of  surgery  that 
may  be  presented  to  them. 

The  Apothecary  Department,  in  charge  of  a  Sister,  is 
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arranged  tastefully  and  neatly.  The  medicines  are  always 
selected  with  great  care,  and  are  of  the  best  quality ;  and 
the  skill  and  accuracy  with  which  all  prescriptions  are 
compounded  give  the  highest  satisfaction  to  the  medical 
gentlemen  attached  to  the  house. 

In  addition  to  the  public  wards,  are  a  number  of  hand¬ 
somely  furnished  private  rooms,  which  can  be  procured 
at  various  prices,  by  persons  desirous  of  extra  accom¬ 
modations,  where  they  can  enjoy  all  the  comforts  of  a 
well-regulated  home,  together  with  all  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  such  an  institution.  The  patients  in  those 
private  rooms  have  the  privileges  of  selecting  their  own 
medical  attendant.  Physicians  and  surgeons,  who  may 
have  patients  at  hotels,  boarding-houses,  or  private  houses, 
can  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  by  sending  such 
patients  to  this  Institution,  where  they  are  certain  to 
receive  that  skilful  nursing,  tender  care,  and  ceaseless 
attention  which  are  the  distinguishing  characteristics  of 
the  Sisters  of  Charity ;  known  now  all  over  the  world  for 
their  kindness,  philanthropy,  self-sacrificing  devotedness 
to  the  interests  of  religion  and  suffering  humanity. 

Although  this  Hospital  is  ranked  among  the  Catholic 
charities  of  this  city,  still  patients  of  all  creeds  and  climes 
(except  such  as  are  afflicted  by  contagious  diseases)  are 
admitted,  and  the  inmates  (if  they  desire  it)  can  avail 
themselves  of  the  services  of  the  spiritual  advisers  of  their 
own  selection,  and  their  wants  (if  destitute)  are  gratuit¬ 
ously  supplied. 

The  cost  of  board  in  the  wards  for  male  pay  patients 
is  $5  per  week.  In  consideration  of  their  more  limited 
means  females  are  charged  $4  per  week. 
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A  full  tabular  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expendi¬ 
tures  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  1866,  shows  that  the 
expenditures  considerably  exceed  the  receipt  from  pay 
patients  during  the  year.

To  supply  this  deficiency,  the  Sisters  had  no  means  of 
their  own,  but  they  had  an  abiding  faith  and  confidence 
in  the  sympathy  and  benevolence  of  many  charitably 
disposed  individuals  of  this  community;  and  this  faith 
and  trust  in  them  was  not  in  vain.  The  names  and 
donations  of  those  generous  patrons  are  given  in  the 
following  pages. 

St.  Joseph’s  Hospital  was  first  established  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia  in  the  year  1849.  In  1859  it  was  ceded 
to  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  by  the  late  Bishop  Neuman  and 
Bishop  Wood.  Since  that  time  4,281  patients  have  been 
treated  in  this  Institution,  and  of  that  number  1,773  were 
admitted  free ;  besides  the  above  number  of  free  patients 
no  less  than  800  destitute  persons  have  received,  during 
the  year,  meals  from  the  charitable  hands  of  the  Sisters. 

Appended  will  be  found  a  statement  of  the  number 
and  character  of  the  cases  admitted  into  the  Hospital  and 
treated  by  the  physicians  and  surgeons  since  last  report. 
These  tables  present  a  concise  view  of  what  has  been 
done  in  the  various  departments,  and  particularly  show 
what  an  amount  of  professional  ability  and  skill  has  been 
exercised  in  the  treatment  of  so  many  complicated  surgi¬ 
cal  and  medical  cases. 
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In  this  Report  may  be  seen  a  lithograph  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  as  designed  by  N.  Le  Brun,  Architect.  The  de¬ 
sign  is  beautiful.  Up  to  the  present  time  only  one  wing 
has  been  completed.  The  dimensions  of  this  wing  are: 
front,  85  feet;  depth,  65  feet;  height,  64  feet  6  inches. 

When  it  is  known  that  the  State  appropriation  of 
$5,000  per  annum  has  been  withheld,  and  that  there  are 
no  earthly  means  of  supporting  this  noble  institution  ex. 
cept  the  money  received  from  pay  patients  and  voluntary 
contributions,  the  Sisters  do  hope  that  renewed  and 
vigorous  efforts  will  be  made  to  enable  them  to  finish 
their  splendid  Hospital;  thus  affording  them  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  enlarge  the  sphere  of  its  usefulness,  and  to  dis¬ 
pense  its  charities  with  a  more  liberal  hand.  Encouraged 
by  the  unabated  sympathy  of  friends,  and  relying  on  the 
charitable  instincts  of  the  public  at  large,  they  feel  confi¬ 
dent  that  this  Institution  will  advance  yearly  more  and 
more  in  public  favor,  and  that  when  fully  completed,  and 
its  benefits  and  advantages  more  widely  diffused,  it  will 
be  cherished  and  regarded  as  a  noble  and  enduring  monu¬ 
ment  of  the  Christian  charity  of  the  present  age.
